Changing God’s Name 

“Revolutionary reform” does not stop even at the 
name of God. Nations that have held for centuries 
to apparently unchangeable customs are now changing 
with startling rapidity. A newspaper headline reads, 
“Turks to Rename Allah.” The Associated Press 
dispatch from Istanbul tells of a Linguistic Congress 
meeting there in which Mustafa Kemal Pasha’s revo- 
lutionary reform of the Turkish language was launched. 
“Under the President’s guidance the congress is storm- 
ing the last stronghold of the old Turkish mentality. 
It will resurrect archaic Turkish words to replace 
the Arabic words and the Persian, which form a great 
part of the current Turkish vocabulary. Even the 
name of God will be changed from the Arabic Allah 
to the Turkish Tchalap.” The mere change from 
the Arabic name to the Turkish name for God would 
not necessarily be so significant were it not for the 
fact that men everywhere are changing from the truth 
about God to popular and deadly falsehood. For 
millions of Mohammedans to drop the name “Allah” 
and take the name “Tchalap” for their God is a 
cataclysmic change; yet it is only a superficial change, 
for their Allah has never been the true Ged,- but only 





one imagined .by Mohammed, like Bruce Barton’s 
imaginary Christ. God himself cannot change, nor 
can his own divinely revealed names change; the 
I AM of the Old Testament is the Lord Jesus Christ 
of the New, who is “the same yesterday, and to day, 
and for ever.” But men without God are always 
restlessly changing in their vain pursuit of something 
they can never find, because they “changed the truth 
of God into a lie, and worshipped and served the 
creature more than the-Creator, who is blessed for 
ever. Amen.” (Rom. 1:25.)

A Bankrupt Concern 


It is not sensible to continue investing in a bank- 
rupt concern. Captain Reginald Wallis, in his new 
book on the Christian’s life of victory, “In the Train 
of His Triumph,” sounds the needed caution: “There 
is ever a subtle danger of Christians’ investing shares 
and interests in “The Old Adam Improvement Society.’ 
It is an utterly bankrupt concern, however. The Holy 
Spirit describes it in commercial phraseology. It is 
‘no good’. and ‘profiteth nothing,’ it: pays no. spiritual 
dividends. God can -never recognize ‘flesh’ however 
humanly attractive it may be.” There are,-indeed, divi- 
dends from this bankrupt concern, including “adultery, 
fornication, uncleanness, lasciviousness, idolatry, .’. . 
hatred, . . . strife, . . . envyifigs,“. . . and such like.” 
But those who have ended their investments in this 
“Society” have “crucified the flesh with the affections 
and: lusts.” Turning away forever from the old Adam 
and looking confidently to Christ, “the last Adam,” they 
receive such dividends as “love, joy, peace, longsuffer- 
ing, gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, self-control.” 
And these dividends have never been passed or reduced; 
they are paid regularly and unfailingly to all who trust 
the heavenly Bank and Banker from whom they come. 


When There Aren’t Any “ Nice Things” 


It is a good thing to remember the nice things 
other people have done for us. The Christian Herald 
of London published the following incident: “It was 
a wise and thoughtful little girl who confided to her 
mother, one evening: ‘I’ve found a new way not to 
stay cross at brother Bob when he teases me. You see, 
I’m keeping a “memory book,” and I put down in it 
the things that happen, and when I open it, to write 
down that I shall not lend him my ball or hoop an 
more because he made me cry — why, likely as not, 
shall see that the last thing I wrote was how he helped 
me to find my book when it was lost, or lifted me over 
the muddy road so that my shoes would not get spoiled. 
When I read the nice things, I get over minding the 
other things.’” But what attitude shall we take toward 
people who have never done any “nice things” for us, 
only harsh and hateful things? Unfortunately there 
are such people. Here is where the miracle of. Chris- 
tian love is needed. And because it is needed, God has 
made full provision to supply it. The first part of 
the “fruit of the Spirit” that should be continually 
present in the life of every Christian is “love.” It is 
a very wonderful kind of love, for it “suffereth long, 
and is kind . . . seeketh not her own, is not easily 
provoked, thinketh. no evil . . . beareth all things . . 
endureth all things.” And this miraculous love “never 
faileth”’; that is, it. never breaks down or comes to an 


end, no matter what provocation or enmity is directed 


toward it, When there are no “nice things” at all 
to remember in the attitude of,some one toward us, 
we can have a never failing, overflowing love for that 
one, It*is natural to-feel kindly and-loving 

some one who has done nice thitigs for us. It is 
supernatural to love some one who is unlovely and 
has never done anything to deserve ur love. But the 
life of -the Christian is, of course, supernatural, for 
it is Christ himself, 


“Buddha, Socrates, Jesus” 


NCOURAGED by the enthusiasm for Gandhi 

which radicals, both religious and political, have 

worked up in America, The Hindustan Times, 
September 17, 1931, made bold to say of him: 

“If the manner in which he has captured the hearts 
of Western people is any indication of the future it 
is quite possible that while his present visit [to 
London] may’ mark the culmination of his political 
career, it may also inaugurate the beginning of a 
greater and more glorious career, namely, of a Saviour 
not only of the teeming millions of India but of the 


teeming millions of the world. Has not the saint of ° 


Sabarmati much in common with the saint of Galilee?” 
Other publications strike much the same note and not 
merely those of India. 

We have mentioned the appropriate mis-en-scéne 
of Socrates, namely, in the burning Cities of the Plain. 
Gandhi belongs to a later picture. When Moses de- 
stroyed the calf of gold, he ground to powder its 
constituent metal, strewed the dust on the water of 
a brook and obliged the Israelites to drink it. If 
Gandhi ‘had been there he would have been on his 
knees lapping the gold-besprinkled water. For he, too, 
is a cow-worshiper. “Always my politics are sub- 
servient to my religion. I regard cow-protection as the 
central fact of Hinduism. For me a cow is a psalm 
of pity. I worship it and I shall defend its worship 
against the whole world.” So he removed Mrs. 
Gandhi from a hospital because she was given beef 
tea while she was in a critical condition following a 
dangerous operation. “How much then is a man bet- 
ter than a sheep,” said the Lord Jesus. “How much 
better is a cow than a woman,” retorts Gandhi, and 
with him all India. When “the Mahatma” comes to 
die he will be carried to a cow, as was the dying 
Maharajah of Cashmere lately, so that holding her

tail and breathing his last he may be conducted by his 
“holy mother” to the heavenly regions. 

Gandhi, following Tolstoi, thinks. of the Sermon on 
the Mount as the only really important thing in the 
Gospel. “Apart from that,” he says, “I never took 
great interest in ‘the historic Jesus. Ii would be in- 
different to me if they should prove that Jesus never 
lived and that all reported of him in the Gospels were 
but the product of the imagination.” But Gandhi, as 
the other theoretician of the mountain Sermon, fails 
in the practice of the Sermon, namely, in the practice 
of non-resistance as Tolstoi in the practice of poverty. 
There is something terribly perverse in his teaching 
along this line. Mrs. Kendall (see p. 329 in “Come 
with Me to India,” mentioned in footnote) spoke to 
him of the Sarda Law which prohibits marriage of 
Hindu girls under fourteen. “We need no such laws,” 
he retorted. “Our law of love is the true answer. 
Did you just pass a woman sobbing?” 

“Yes,” answered Mrs. Kendall. 

“She was sobbing for joy because I had forgiven her 
for resisting two Moslems who had assaulted her. 
Perfect purity is its own defense.” 

Yet this same Gandhi incited resistance to the in- 
significant salt tax “till blood shall be spilt. Women 
and children should resist. Let us see if the police 
dare touch our women. If so the whole country will 
be ablaze.” 

Miss Cornelia Sorabji asked Gandhi concerning 
Bhagat Singh, murderer in cold blood of two innocent 
policemen, one English, the other Sikh: “Do you 
remember saying, Mr. Gandhi, ‘Let there be thousands 
of Bhagat Singhs’ ?” 

“Yes, I said that,” confessed Gandhi. 

“Mr. Gandhi,” wrote Lord Meston lately in The 
Nineteenth Century, “did not himself commend the 
dagger, the poison bowl, the sword, the spear, the 
bullet, but he enumerated them as weapons of those 
who fight for freedom.” 

“How is it,” asks Miss Sorabji pertinently, “that 
-the apostle of passive resistance has disciples who mur- 
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der, assault, wreck trains, burn buildings, destroy mill- 
cloth, thereby ruining small Indian merchants?” In 
Bombay twenty Indian police were besieged in their 
station by a thousand rebels excited by Gandhi’s propa- 
ganda. The house was fired and as the unfortunate 
men rushed out they were beaten to death or driven 
back into the flames. True, Gandhi fasted five days 
because of this incident. Equally true that he con- 
tinued his reckless agitation directly after. 

And this application of “Resist not evil” is as fool- 
ish as unsuccessful. The Daily Express printed this 
dialogue : 

Question: Are you ready to take over the whole control 
of the army at once? 

Answer: I think we are. We should disband three- 
fourths of it. 

Question: Would you not then anticipate invasion from 
the half million armed men on the frontier? 

Answer: | would give them (Afridis, Pathans, Afghans) 
a little subsidy. I would introduce the spinning-wheel 
among the Afghan tribes. I feel they are, in their own 
way, a God-fearing people. 


Such is his solution of the ever-threatening Khyber 
Pass menace. 

The great apostle to the Gentiles lived in the days 
of the Roman Empire and commanded his followers 
to be subject to the higher powers. The adjective 
“Satanic,” which Gandhi so often applies to the gov- 
ernment of present-day India, might well have been 
given to that of Nero and Caligula and Marcus Aure- 
hus and Diocletian. The powers that be in India rather 
deserve the Pauline characterization. They are truly 
“ordered of God.’ Mrs. Kendall draws the picture 
of this just and noble government, a government with 
hardly a peer on earth. It has given India peace, pro- 
tection from without, justice, education, railways and 
postal service, sanitation, irrigation, industries, a com- 
mon language, criminal and civil codes, representative 
government, suppression of suttee and other Hindu 
brutalities. Its transport and postal services employ 
4,331,054 persons. Its 44,000 miles of railway net the 
government $50,000,000 annually, yet third class fare 
is but a half cent a mile. Forty million acres of 
land have been brought into cultivation by government 
irrigation, The air and naval forces of England pro- 
tect India without expense to her. If the little British 
army should be withdrawn the whole sub-continent 
from end to end would flame into fratricidal war. 
The confiscation of ten billion dollars invested in Brit- 
ish banks, shipping, railways, factories, and other en- 
terprises in India would drag financial Londen down, 
and cause an international depression beside which pres- 
ent conditions would be sheer exaltation. 

Yet this irresponsible prophet, whom American en- 
thusiasts bracket with the Lord Jesus Christ, faces 
this’ unspeakable catastrophe undisturbed. He would 
destroy parliaments, elective self-rule, railways, courts, 
doctors, education, machinery. He adjures his fol- 
lowers to go into the interior of the country, far from 
the pollution of railways, and to spin yarn! He would 
substitute for modern medicine the stupid and igno- 
rant traditional medicine of India,—he, this pet of 
modern, scientific, rationalist theologians. His friend 
Tilak denounced British tyranny for the destruction 
of rats, those carriers of the bubonic plague. Are 
not rats sacred! Are they not the earthly vehicle 
of the Hindu god Ganesha? 

It should be repeated that Gandhi is a Hindu, first, 
last, and ali the time. His borrowings from the Ser- 
mon on the Mount are thin veneer. When he went 
to the London Round Table Conferences he carried 
with him casks of Ganges water for drink and ablu- 
tions, The atmosphere of Benares, so unspeakably 
offensive to clean and ordered minds, is congenial 
enough to him. Indeed back of him is the sinister. 
Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya, a Brahmin fanatic 
of Benares. One can easily see from utterances of 
Gandhi and his associates that Christian teaching and 
probably the very existence of Christianity in India 
would have short shrift if the just and protecting hand 
of England were withdrawn. The pariah struggling 
upward to freedom would be pushed back into the 
morass. “Gandhi offers occasional lip-service to our 
cause,” said an outcaste teacher to Mrs. Kendall. 
“When he talks with us he counsels patience. ‘Toil 
on in the hope that somehew, sometime a spontaneous 
change of sentiment toward you may develop in the 
Hindu mentality. Meanwhile venerate the Hindu religion 
and help me and my Sarajists to get rid of the Satanic 
British government! Lincoln gave Negroes a proc- 
lamation of emancipation. Does Gandhi offer us one? 
No! He and the rest would lose their servants, their 
slaves, their serfs. 

“I was a scavenger living on refuse until an Eng- 
lish missionary took me to his little chapel and forced 
me to eat. I was seven years old and had never eaten 
anything but refuse, and often my mother and brother 
and I had gone for days without water. We were 
permitted only the rain or slime of mud puddles, and 
then only if at a distance from clean Hindus. We 
are only twenty-foot untouchables, so we are not the 
lowest caste, but we have suffered agonies. I pray and 
pray that some Moses will arise from the depths of 
darkness of my sixty million brethren and lead them 
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to accept the promised land the British have given us. 
... If the British go we are condemned to everlasting 
hell on earth. 

“Teil your people that we persecuted serfs, one-half 
the population of the United States, with flowing hearts 
for the British and flowing blood from the cruelties of 
the Hindus, cry out to them for understanding of our 
crushing burdens. We have no money to travel to 
America and proclaim our persecution. Implore your 
people to send more missionaries, more doctors, more 
teachers, and more inve.tigators to learn the truth and 
not lies from this huge country. Plead with them to 
ignore the honeyed tongues of politicians who pro- 
claim themselves saints. .Not what is said but what is 
lived is truth.” 

Against all this which is so truly Satanic Gandhi 
does nothing. Sir C. Sankaran Nair, one of the fore- 
most judges of the High Courts of India and eminent 
statesman by no means bound to the British system, 
insists that “Gandhi does not want education to be 
imparted to the masses for the reason that it would 
make them discontented with their present lot. He 
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wants the lower castes to remain slaves of their pres- 
ent masters. In this way he secures the support of 
rich high-caste Hundus without whose support his 
agitation would collapse. He has actually said, ‘Caste 
system is inherent in human nature. It does attach 
by birth, A man cannot change his Varna by choice. 
Prohibition against intermarriage and interdining is 
essential for a rapid evolution of the soul.’” 
Gandhi’s caretaker and valet, Miss Madeleine Slade 
in a today’s published interview calls her hero “the 
greatest spirit since Buddha and Jesus.” Again let us 
fly lower and contrast him as th? cthers with the 
apostle Paul. How consistent, huw sincere, how 
reasonable, how attractive was Paul! If one wishes to 
know more about Gandhi and especially of Gandhi as an 
expression- of the spirit of India let him turn to 
Patricia Kendall’s study, “Come with Me to India.” 
This ‘book should stand“on the same shelf with Miss 
Mayo’s powerful documents. It gives an unflinching 
picture of heathen India ‘in all its pitiful need and ex- 
asperating wickedness. It also wilts the Gandhi legend 
as the fierce sun of August a fresh sprouted plantling. 








Should Stenographers Refuse to Lie? 


Your words of admonition have always been of 
such spiritual help that I feel constrained to write you 
concerning a matter which has recently developed in 
my own life, and one which may be facing many other 
Christians during these dark and trying days. 

We have a little girl three years old, and my hus- 
band has been out of employment for over a year. 
Eight months ago the Lord answered prayer on our 
behalf in a most beautiful way, and gave me a sten- 
ographic position in a branch sales office of a large 
corporation. 

A few months ago the district manager of our 
office was replaced by another man, and one who, 
although a good salesman, has no scruples whatever 
about lying to customers in various ways. He has 
endeavored to have me do the same, such as phoning 
prospects to the effect that he is out of town and will 
not be able to see them until the following week for 
that reason, and has even asked me to write letters 
to this effect, which would necessarily have to be 
signed by me inasmuch as I am in charge of the 
office. (There is only one other employee — another 
salesman.) 

Being a Christian I have refused to do this, and 
just a little while ago my employer brought up the 
issue that, although my work was extremely satis- 
factory in every way, I would have to comply with 
his wishes in the above respect or make other ar- 
rangements. 

It has been a struggle, since a livelihood is so 
necessary just at this time, but my answer to him 
has been in the negative, and I am now looking for 
another position. My time at my present place of 
employment expires shortly. 

Some think that I am doing wrong in resigning, in- 
asmuch as they state I would not be lying for myself, 
but for the firm; but how can I do otherwise than 
resign, when the Lord brings such verses to me as 
these: “We ought to obey God rather than men.” 
“If you suffer for righteousness’ sake, happy are ye.” 
“He hath said, I will never leave thee nor forsake 
thee. So that we may boldly say, The Lord is my 
helper, and I will not fear what man shall do unto 
me. : 

Don’t you think that I have done right, and that 
the Lord wiil open up something else? Don’t you be- 
lieve that this is just a test of faith, and that I would 
be unhappy if I did otherwise?—A Philadelphia 
reader. 

It is a courageous, faith-filled step that this Chris- 
tian woman has taken in declining to lie even at the 
cost of her business position in these days when, hu- 
manly speaking, it is so difficult to find employment. 
But God knows what she has done, and “God is not 
unrighteous to forget” how this child of his is trusting 
him in this hour of testing and need. ‘ 

Lying can never be defended under any circum- 
stance. As H. Clay Trumbull used to say, in these 
columns and in his book “A Lie Never Justifiable,” 
the moment we admit that we are in such a position 
of need or extremity that only a lie can help us, we 
declare that we are in such a position that God cannot 
help, but only Satan can. For God is the truth; he 
cannot lie; and Satan is the father of lies. We choose 
between God and Satan when we choose between the 
truth and a lie. : 

God has never broken any of his promises, and he 
never will; and one promise is: “But my God shall 
supply all your need according to his riches in glory 
by Christ Jesus” (Phil. 4:19). It is a significant 
fact that this wonderful promise is written by Paul, 
by inspiration, in connection with money matiers. Let 
us never make the mistake of supposing that this 
promise has to do with God’s meeting our spiritual 
needs only; it includes that, but it refers primarily 
to God’s meeting our temporal, physical, and financial 
needs, for Paul was writing to the Philippians about 





their ministering to him in money gifts. It has been 
well said, “You can’t beat God giving.” If we give 
God all that we are and all that we have, holding true 
to him even at the cost of sacrificing valuable employ- 
ment, he will give us more than we ask or think. It 
was the Lord Jesus himself who said: “But seek ye 
first the kingdom of God, and his righteousness; and 
all these things shall be added unto you” (Matt. 6: 33). 
And he was speaking, just then, about such things as 
“What shall we eat? or, What shall we drink? or, 
Wherewithal shall we be clothed?”

Belief That Cannot Save 


Please explain James 2:19: “the devils also be- 
lieve, and tremble.”—A North Carolina reader. 


There is a belief that knows that God’s words are 
true, yet does not accept God’s offer of salvation in 
Christ. Such belief is barren; it results in no salva- 
tion, no change of life, no good works. James by in- 
spiration warns against a mere intellectual belief or 
faith of this sort, which is of the head only, not of 
the heart. The faith that saves must result in good 
works. Thus James writes: 


“What doth it profit, my brethren, though a man 
say he hath faith, and have not works? can faith save 
him? [Can that faith save him?] If a brother or 
sister be naked, and destitute of daily food, and one 
of you say unto them, Depart in peace, be ye warmed 
and filled; notwithstanding ye give them not those 
things which are needful to the- body; what doth it 


profit? Even so faith, if it hath not works, is dead, . 


being alone. Yea, a man may say, Thou hast faith, 
and I have works: shew me thy faith without thy 
works, and I will shew thee my faith by my works. 
Thou believest that there is one. God; thou doest well: 
the devils also believe, and tremble. But wilt thou 
know, O vain man, that faith without works is dead?” 

As Dr. Scofield says of James: “He does not 
exalt works as against faith, but faith as producing 
works.” The devils, or demons, believe in God in the 
sense that they know who God is, and they know that 
his words are true; but, because they are living in 
rebellion against God and will’ continue incorrigibly 
in that rebellion, they tremble, having no saving faith, 
and knowing only too well the awful ending that must 
come to them because God’s words are true. For “God 
spared not the angels that sinned, but cast them down 
to hell, and delivered them into chains of darkness, to 
be reserved unto judgment” (2 Pet. 2:4). “And the 
angels which kept not their first estate, but left their 
own habitation, he hath reserved in everlasting chains 
under darkness unto the judgment of the great day” 
(Jude 6). This judgment may be at the same time 
as that of Satan himself, when “the devil that deceived 
them was cast into the lake of fire and brimstone, 
where the beast and the false prophet are, and shall 
be tormented day and night for ever and ever” (Rev. 
20:10). The tragic fact, given by revelation of God 
through Jesus Christ to the beloved apostle John, is that 
not only fallen angels and devils or demons must meet 
this judgment, but also human beings who have not 
accepted Christ as the only way of life; for that same 
chapter tells of the resurrection of the unbelieving dead, 
standing before God and the great white throne: “And 
whosoever was not found written in the book of life 
was cast into the lake of fire.” 
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Gospel Work under the Fascist Regime in Italy 


**Greater liberty today to preach the Gospel than ever before,”’ 
says an experienced Mission Director

visiting the Mission della Spezia par I’Italia 

(“The Spezia Mission for Italy”), of which 
Mr. H. H. Pullen is the Director. This Mission, 
evangelically sound, is one of the most influential in 
all the peninsula. Under Mr. Pullen’s leadership the 
work has taken deep root in Spezia and environs and 
has extended to several other. centers. 
try, as in Spain, day schools and orphanages play a 
large part in the missionary program, and Mr. Pullen 
has been unusually successful. in this respect. His 
predecessor Edward Clark, with his devoted sister, 
first set about winning the children, but was at first 
unsuccessful. It was a cholera outbreak, in those early 
days, leaving a trail of desolated homes in its wake, 
that gave them their opportunity. They begged from 
the authorities permission to care for three of these 
orphans, and with this nucleus began their orphanage 
and school work. Today the orphanage and schools 
of the Spezia Mission are the largest of any Protestant 
work in Italy, and are magnificently housed and staffed. 
The average attendance at their Sunday-school is 160, 
and at the day schools 500; about fifty orphans are 
now cared for at Migliarina, the seat of the orphan- 
age two miles distant from Spezia. All the teachers 
of this Mission are soundly evangelical,—no Roman 
Catholic teachers are employed, as happens in some 
mission schools. Nor is the academic side of the work 
allowed to crowd out the spiritual. 


Italian Appreciation of One Mission 

Mr. Pullen is in many ways a Christian statesman, 
and his philanthropic services to the Kingdom in times 
of earthquake and other catastrophes have brought 
him no less than six decorations, among them that 
of Cavalier of the Crown of Italy. His valuable ser- 
vices to the commonwealth have enabled him to expand 
his work and to acquire property where otherwise it 
would have been rendered impossible by his enemies. 
The Pope, becoming alarmed at the growth of this 
Protestant work, took the step of transferring the 
bishopric of Sarzana to Spezia, regretting greatly, he 
said, to abandon Sarzana, but the move was impera- 
tive to counteract the rapid progress of Protestantism. 

The Bishop was installed with great pomp, and some 
time afterward, with‘ his clergy, he visited the Prefetto 
with a long protest against Mr. Pullen, begging that his 
work be suppressed and himself sent across the border. 
The Prefetto asked for two weeks to investigate the 
charge. At the end of the time he sent back word that 
he had entered thoroughly into the case and that the 
city archives revealed the accused as being a public 
benefactor. “When,” he concluded, “Your Eminence 
succeeds in doing for this city. in twenty years what 
this man has done in the last five, then you can come 
and make your protest.” 

To return to the schools.. Every morning for twenty 
minutes divine worship is conducted for all the chil- 
dren, and older people also frequently attend, the 
women dropping in on their way to market. It is 
wonderful to see 500 vivacious Italian children abso- 
lutely quiet and attentive. The scholars are taught 
hymns and Scripture passages, and any child of twelve, 
picked at random from the number, could tell where 
all the parables are to be found, could recite twenty 
or thirty Psalms, the Sermon on the Mount, and any 
number of hymns. Last year sixty of their number, 
without any pressure, took a straight out stand for 
Christ, and. many more signified deep interest in their 
souls’ salvation. To keep the young people under 
the influence of the Gospel after leaving school, two 
Baptist young people’s societies have been formed, one 
for the men and the other for young women. Mem- 
bership is not allowed if desired only for the recrea- 
tional advantages offered. 

One day an ardent Fascist, also a devout Catholic, 
came threatening to break up the men’s society, saying 
it was subversive of law and order. One of the mem- 
bers said: “Do not judge us without seeing for your- 
self what we are. Join our number for a time.” Hor- 
rified, the Fascist said, “It would be an insult to the 
most blessed Virgin and to St. Joseph, patron of 
Spezia.” However, he was prevailed upon to enter, 
and the Gospel had its way with him. Today he is 
converted and has been baptized. 

The Royal Inspector of Schools has declared that 
the standard of teaching in the Mission schools is far 
higher than in others. 

Mr. Pullen is honorary representative of the Scrip- 
ture Gift Mission for all Italy, and from the Bible 
and Tract Depot in Casa Alberto, he sends a stream 
of Gospel literature all over the peninsula. Several 
small outstations are manned by former students, and 
young people from the orphanage, trained vocationally

as well as spiritually, go forth to bear the Gospel 
light to all corners of the land. Two most flourishing 
posts are in the neighborhood of Florence; one at 
Pistoria, housed in a fine building, is under. the direc- 
tion of a converted priest, who was at one time among 
Rome’s most accomplished preachers. His conversion 
came about in a singular manner. A postman came 
to him to confess to him his sin in delivering evan- 
gelical papers to different addresses. “Bring me one 
of these papers,” he demanded. The reading of the 
paper brought about his salvation and- his break with 
Rome. The other post of Prato, among a working 
class population numbering 130,000, is shepherded by 
a converted Augustine monk, This man, convicted of 
his sin while still in the monastery, sought out Mr. 
Pullen, and falling at his feet cried, “Save me, I am 
in a bog and see no way of escape.” Today he is 
conducting a fine work in this important center. 

As we have visited mission fields in Spain, Portugal, 
and Italy, we have been struck with the general use 
of schools as a means of reaching the people with the 
Gospel. In most cases it has furnished the only means 
of approach, and: the only possibility of rendering the 
missionary acceptable with the authorities. In the 
case of the Belgian Gospel Mission we have been able 
to forego this method of approach and go direct to 
the people with the Gospél, a very great advantage. 
Perhaps in coming days, with greater religious liberty 
prevailing in these lands, some of these workers can 
be set free from their secular teaching for the unique 
work of preaching the Gospel, a thing much to be 
desired. 7 

The Spezia Mission is an independent work, depend- 
ing upon: the free-will offerings of God’s people, and 
feeling, with us all, the pinch of these hard times. 


‘We addressed several meetings with geod attendance, 


while there, and visited the schools and orphanage, 
where the children welcomed us with the Fascist salute 
and sang their charming songs for us. ; 

From Mr. Pullen we had further information as to 
Mussolini’s efficiency methods. Not only must trains 
run on time, but they must be clean, and all officials 
must be courteous. If any train runs late, the fact 
must be reported at once to Mussolini with the reason 
for the delay. The railways two years ago were show- 
ing a deficit of 20,000,000 lira, but as reorganized by 
Mussolini they showed last year 35,000,000 lira profit. 


A Prisoner for Two Hours 


When Mussolini decided that he must have the 
training of Italian’ youth, and was so bitterly opposed 
by the Pope, he sent out an order. that every head of 
a young men’s club was to be put under arrest. Ac- 
cordingly on a certain day gendarmes presented them- 
selves at Mr. Pullen’s office and regretfully announced 
his arrest. 

“What's up?” he inquired. 

The order was cited to him, and a delay of even 
thirty minutés‘in executing the order was refused. 
While he was held for two hours a prisoner in the 
gendarméry, an inventory was made of everything 
on the Mission premises. The investigation revealed 
nothing disloyal to the régime, and Mr. Pullen was 


’ given carté~ blanche to continue his work. He is un- 


failingly loyal‘to the Fascist régime. He is impatient 
of the talk of religious persecution. “There is no 
religious persecution,” he said, “if one obeys the law, 
and ‘we have greater liberty today to preach the Gos- 
pel than ever before.” He spoke of conditions in 
Spezia as they were before the iron hand of Mussolini 
made itself “felt. Riot, bloodshed, assassination took 
place in the streets, and the red flag of Communism 
adorned every house; it meant death to show the 
Italian flag. One can forgive Mussolini many of his 
high-handed’' methods when one witnesses the pre- 
vailing calm’and order today,—and that, despite the 
economic and unemployment crisis from which Italy 
is suffering in common with the rest of the world. 
Mr. Pullen told us an incident showing Mussolini’s 


fairness. One of the Mission men workers was quoted 
as saying that other governments were as good as that 
of the Fascists. The local body of Fascists in that 
town seized him, burned his church, put his household 
goods on the train, and told him to leave and never 
return. The accused denied the charges utterly, and 
when the matter was taken up with Mussolini he caused 
a thorough investigation to be made, as a result of 
which the young man was wholly cleared of the 
charges. Mussolini then ordered the Fascists to re- 
build the church and to restore the man’s household 
effects, and he continues his ministry today. 

When it was suggested to Mr. Pullen that appar- 
ently he himself and his work occupied a favored 
position, he scoffed at the idea. “Any who obey the 
law will be likewise favored,” he said. 

The Brethren have quite a widespread work in Italy, 
and they came into conflict with the Mussolini govern- 
ment because of having no recognized ministers, The 
matter was adjusted by having one of their number 
in Florence designated as representative of their groups, 
thus meeting the -requirements. 

The chief Protestant groups in Italy are the Wal- 
densians, largest in point of members and oldest, as 
they were in existence before the Reformation; the 
American Methodists, with headquarters in Rome; the 
English Wesleyans, the American Baptists, the Eng- 
lish Baptists, and the Brethren. The Salvation Army 
does some social work, but little that is evangelistic. 

Both in Spain and here in Italy we have heard it 
frequently said: “Oh, that the Belgian Gospel Mis- 
sion might: be duplicated in our land!” We have been 
compelled in reply to point out the preparation of 
Belgium through the great distribution of Scriptures 
and Gospel literature during the war and since, over 
11,000,000 copies in all, and the freedom that we enjoy 
from religious restrictions, despite the increasing war- 
fare of the Roman Catholics. We can carry on our 


_campaigns in tents, Gospel cars, and in the open, prac- 


tically everywhere, and we are free to open preaching 
halls in the most prominent sites, — while in-these-other 
countries the restrictions continue to be crippliiig and 
disheartening. 


Fined for an Open Window 


In Spain the bonds are loosening, but the Christian 
workers still seem oppressed by the remembrance of 
former inhibitions, and the Roman Catholic Church 
has still enough influence to block too rapid an ad- 
vance, Here in Italy the Catholic Church is still 
more powerful, and, while the Protestant missionaries 
seem to feel-that Mussolini is not inimical to them, yet 
he cannot afford to offend the Catholic hierarchy by 
giving them too much liberty. Therefore in Italy con- 
ditions are much as they were before the Fascist 
régime. No religious meetings can be held in private 
homes, not even prayer meetings, unless doors and 
windows are tightly closed so as to allow its being 
defined as a strictly private affair. 

Not long ago, S., a young Italian Christian worker, 
who was at one time a student in our Brussels Bible 
School, was arrested, sentenced to prison, and ordered 
to pay a fine of 1,600 lira for conducting a religious 
meeting in a private home in a certain village. The 
door had been closed but not the -window! As it was 
his first offense, sentence was suspended, but the owner 
of the house, evidently an old offender in such matters, 
and likewise sentenced, was compelled to suffer. Per- 
haps the most painful thing’ for us to witness is the 
effect of this rigid repression on the missionaries them- 
selves. We see the workers of the Belgian Gospel 
Mission, with their splendid enthusiasm, giving full 
expression to their missionaryzeal and enlarging their 
borders on every side, while here such opportunities 
are denied, and the work must be carried on against 
odds so formidable. 

The journey from Spezia to Rome, our next des- 
tination, followed closely the Mediterranean, and the 
land as far as we could see seemed sterile and marshy. 
Surely Mussolini will be a national benefactor if he 
succeeds in restoring to productivity these immense 
tracts of barren soil. Arriving at Rome, a couple 
of weeks were spent in this focal point of much of 
the Protestant work of the peninsula. Here we had 
our first direct contact with the great Waldensian 
work that covers Italy from the Alps to Sicily and 
has, as well, churches scattered on the whole civil- 
ized globe. Our own United States in South Carolina, 
Missouri, and other points possesses strong Walden- 
sian centers. 

We conversed with the Mederator of the Waldensian

Encouragements and warnings from all the world

Old Testament are brought out by M. Abel 
Parrot, formerly a French missionary in Mada- 
gascar, now living in Norway. The critics make much 
of such names as Jerubbaal (Judg. 7:1), Esh-baal, 
Merib-baal (1 Chron. 8: 33, 34) contending that they 
represent a large infusion of Baal worship in Israel's 
religion. M. Parrot goes out on the streets of Oslo 
and sees everywhere signs bearing such names as 
Thorvik, Thorgersen, Thorvaldsen; sees streets named 
after the heathen divinities, Odin Street, Thor Street; 
meets young women whose names are compounded 
from that of the heathen Hilda, — Brunhild, Borghild, 
Svanhild; chats with young men who also owe their 
names to the heathen god Edd,— Edward, the de- 
fense of Edd; Edmund, the mouth of Edd. Then he 
quotes from Heggveit’s “The Norwegian Church in 
the 19th Century” to illustrate how traces of heathen- 
ism have survived down to our time in remote parts 
of the land, big wooden idols to which beer was pre- 
sented when a brew was made. The Fakes of Rygne- 
stad was worshiped up to 1850! When parties went 
out in the spring to the mountain pastures, Fakse 
went ahead mounted ona horse, and to him was given 
the first milk. If a pastor should come into the region 
this idol would be deported but returned after the 
pastor had left. Each Christmas evening food and 
beer were placed before the Fakse of Brokke, an idol 
with fixed and terrifying eyes of lead, and the people 
withdrew while he ate. In 1858 this idol was destroyed. 
“So in Norway,” writes M. Parrot (in Le Chris- 
tianisme), “this so Christian land and with such gentle 
customs, Christian for a thousand years, Protestant 
for three hundred, right in the nineteenth century, they 
reverenced false gods! Could they, therefore, say of 
these modern idolaters, our contemporaries, that they 
knew nothing of the Christian religion or of the com- 
mands of the Decalogue? I offer these facts to the 
meditation of the critics. The fact that the Mosaic 
laws: were violated and nullified through Jewish his- 
tory is no proof, as critics insist, that such laws were 
not in existence.” 


Notes from Spain.—Cemetery reform in Spain re- 
calls to many the former days. Mrs. Standage speaks 
of the time when “heretics” were not allowed burial 
in the public cemeteries lest their bones should defile 
those of the faithful. Her father was consequently 
buried in an open field on the side of a mountain, a 
large marble tablet with John 3:16 engraved on it, 
being placed over the grave. The next day it was 
found to be stoned and shattered. 

The Spanish Minister of Foreign Affairs, Luis de 
Zulueta, has written a book entitled “The Prayer of 
an Unbeliever,” written, however, in a really religious 
vein and full of Bible quotations. The Spanish Bible 
lies on his work-table. The President of the Council, 
Sr. Azana, has translated and published George Bor- 
row’s “The Bible in Spain.” The Spanish philosopher 
Ortega y Gasset insists on a basis of Christian ethics 
for the building of the new nation, and the position 
of Miguel Unamuno in this respect is well known. 
In the provinces of Badajoz and de Caceres more than 
fifteen important centers have received evangelical 
preaching services in a friendly way, public halls and 
trades union halls being opened to preaching without 
charge, and in some places the mayors offering to 
help the pastors. 

An agency secretary of the American Bible Society 
in Latin America was, while visiting his native Spain, 
elected member of the new Spanish Pariiament from 
the province of Seville. So greatly does the Spanish 
Revolution .differ from the Russian. One should set 
in contrast a recent review of the annual report of 
the British Bible Society in The Church Times, organ 
of the Catholicizers in the Anglican Church, in which 
the reviewer actually said: . “It is certainly not pleas- 
ing to read that the Society’s colporteurs distributed 
136,900 copies of the Scriptures in Spain last year 
and rejoiced that the Revolution held out a promise 
of even greater liberty than they had enjoyed.” 


HH oe restas parallels that throw light on the 


Mexicans and Mexicans.—<An article in Fl Na- 
cional by Lic. A. I. Bravo (Jan. 13, 1932) says among 
other things: “The pistol of José de Leon Toral, who 
took with it the life of General Obregon, had been 
blessed by the priest Jimenez according to the latest 
revelations made by Madre Conchita. General Huerta, 
who assassinated a president and a vice-president of the 
Republic and was supported by the clergy, received 
similar benedictions. This fact disqualifies the priests 
in their sacred mission and places them in the situa- 
tion of dangerous combatants attempting to frustrate 
the work of the people. Know then, youth of Mexico, 








that the strife against the power of the Roman clergy 
is the battle for liberty.” 

The Latin-American Mission has eighty-four Mexi- 
can pastors, all of whom are Bible sellers for the 
American Bible Society. There are thousands of Mexi- 
cans now in Illinois and Pennsylvania. ‘the Church 
of Rome nominally allows them to read the Bible, but 
when exorbitant charges are made—as in one case 
where a woman had to pay $48 for her Catholic Bible 
—the practice of Bible reading is not likely to be 
general. In another community the colporteurs were 
told by a woman that she had given the padre money 
for a Bible, but after two years had néither received 
the book nor a return of the payment. Dr. Boyce 
who works among these Mexican immigrants in Penn- 
sylvania says that he has found among them members 
of Protestant churches in Mexico and Texas. “They 
had secured copies of the Bible or New Testament in 
the Spanish tongue, and a number of them had be- 
come very zealous in their religious labors among their 
fellow countrymen.” 


The Jacobins of Russia appointed in 1924 “cleansing 
committees” to eject from the universities all students 
whom they thought religious or reactionary. This 





A Soul-Winning Y.M.C.A. 


Every Sunday night the Dublin (Ireland) 
Y.M.C.A. gathers 1,500 people in Metro- 
politan Hall for Gospel meetings. Its Board 
of Managers is composed of “born again” 
business men, and evidence of conversion is 
a requisite for full membership in the Y. 
Thus the voting power which controls it 
is evangelical. Open-air meetings are held 
every Monday night on Dublin streets in the 
very heart of this Roman Catholic metrop- 
olis, “Our Lord’s Commission,” writes 
Captain Reginald Wallis, the Secretary, “is 
to feed his sheep, not to amuse the goats.” 


In 1922 during the bitter political con- 
flict, the Y.M.C.A. building was destroyed. 
The Catholic Young Men’s Society next 
door was left uninjured. But a better site 
and biilding have been subsequently given 
to the Y.M.C.A., so that its work is greatly 
enlarged. Yet the Protestant population has 
so diminished because of Roman Catholic 
pressure (to a bare seven per cent of the 
whole in the Free State) that this active and 
consecrated Association is in reality a mission 
in a hostile country and as such deserves the 
prayers and financial support of Christians 
every where. 














cleansing was undertaken by brutal and often illiterate 
men, and in the years 1924-25 more than 63,000 stu- 
dents were cast out. Many of these committed suicide, 
as they received on expulsion the “wolves’ passport,” 
which forbade them entering any university or obtain- 
ing any employmient in Russia. Miss Natalie Grush- 
enkova, writing in the magazine of the Inter-Varsity 
Fellowship of Evangelical Unions, mentions a cousin 
of hers who was exiled by the cleansing committee to 
Siberia for three years of hard labor, and the term 
was afterward extended. He was a student of science. 
His fate no one knows.- This has been the history 
of most young students in Russia who believe in God. 

“But in spite of this great persecution many Russian 
students are really seeking the truth. They are at 
times organized in little circles which gather in barns 
where they can pray, but not sing for fear of being 
discovered. One such circle leader was sent to prison 
where he suffered severe physical torture. In a note 
buried in a loaf of bread he mentioned twenty-five 
conversions in his student circle.” 

The Bolshevist idea of a Utopia has in some ways 
been realized in America, and yet we, alas, do not 
find it ideal. Stalin says, “Some day every man will 
ride in his own auto. That is my aim.” Karawajewa 
in her novel, “Sawmills,” likewise: “In the country 
we shall have asphalt roads. We shall have mills 


‘curved like fingers. 


built of concrete and iron; also barns and elevators 
of the same material. Electric lights will shine along 
the roads. Then will come an unheard-of life. We 
may not attain it, but we shall drag the stones for it.” 
The report of the Saxon Communist Heiler on his 
visit to Siberia remarks: “The second five year term 
will see a new country,— machines, factories, auto- 
mobiles, airplanes, farms of unexampled, size. The 
third five year period will bring statistics which will 
signify a new era.” “The symbol of this,” says a 
writer in the Allgemeine Evangelische Kirchenzeitung, 
“is the tractor; the model, America; the desire, to sur- 
pass America.” 


For the Evangelization of the East Indies.—A 
Chinese pastér at Wuchow, South China, writes of 
the Chinese Church and the Islands of the Southern 
Seas. “The isles shall wait for his law” (Isa. 42: 4) 
is his text. These great archipelagoes are indeed 
waiting for the Gospel. The Chinese call them “the 
flock of the islands of the South Seas,” and they are 
nigh innumerable. Everywhere in them Chinese mer- 
chants prosper. In some cities as Batavia, Bandoeng, 
and Surabaya are Chinese self-supporting churches. 
Elsewhere the Chinese are sheep without a shepherd. 
But Spirit-filled Chinese workers preaching there would 
soon raise up churches. These Chinese colonies would 
later on finance churches, schools, and missionary 
workers. For two generations the Chinese have lived 
on these islands and have acquired perfectly native 
languages. When converted they would be so far 


equipped for mission work among the native popula- { 


tions. ‘Would that the Chinese church,” continues 
Pastor Leo T. Cheo, “would feel toward their brethren 
in the South Seas as Paul did toward his kinsmen 
according to the flesh. We are praying for a revival 
in China. Perhaps the Lord is waiting until we first 
arise and do our part in preaching this great salvation 
to lost men outside our own country.” 

The Island of Bali, east of Java, is becoming a 
tourist resort. The Rev. R. A. Jaffray, who is pioneer- 
ing missions there, writes that while waiting for a 
steamer in Batavia he went about seeking a firm who 
would print the first tract in the Bali language. The 
printing offices had no Balinese type. The government 
office had the type, but would not do private printing. 
When about to give up his search and go aboard the 
steamer he was accosted by a Dutch gentleman who 
offered to do the printing for him at cost price. “If 
you can find another,” said the printer, “who will do 
it more cheaply than I then I’ll reduce my price be- 
low his.” “I quickly handed the precious manuscript 
to him. He was the man whom the Lord had sent! 
Later I learned that he did not have the correct 
Balinese type after all, but that he was able to induce 
the government press to break its rule and do this 
printing for me. So the government which prohibits 
missionary work in Bali printed on its own presses 
the first Gospel tract in Balinese, and this against all 
its rules and regulations. His Name is Wonderful.” 


In Darkest Africa.—Mrs. Grainger of Bomili writes 
of “human leopards” armed with “leopard knives” 
who have been trying to get into the schoolboys’ houses 
at night,—four men, seen at different times in the 
forest. Their knives, which are made and used for 
the sole purpose of murdering people, have three blades 
These look like a huge leopard 
claw and the handle is covered with leopard skin. 
Those who use them are cannibals. 

Bili witchcraft initiates adolescent boys into its cults 
with indescribable immoralities. The boys are given 
various witch medicines, beaten with birch, baptized 
by immersion, and obliged to take part in orgies. “The 
only, work we did,” said one who had escaped and 
joined the mission, “was to sin and steal. We left 
our secret forest haunts only to get chickens and food 
and to kidnap women.” This boy was stolen from 
the mission, scrubbed first with sand, and then with 
black fat, “in order that the things of God might 
leave him.” But he again escaped. 

Near African villages are tracts of land called “bad 
bush,” supposed to be haunted with evil spirits. It 
is land given to idols, the place where bodies of twins 
are thrown or those dead of smallpox or leprosy. 
No one is supposed-to go near it, not to say pass over 
it. And indeed it becomes a haunt of dangerous ani- 
mals so undisturbed is it. In former times the people 
gave missionaries “bad bush” when they asked for 
land, in the expectation that they would be sure to 
die if they settled on it.. Near Enoogwo in the Ibo 
country is a big industrial mission and trade school 
on “bad bush.” The people did not want the mission 
and did not want to refuse it, so they offered it this 
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land. When they saw the big crops grown on the 
virgin’ soil they changed their minds. The owner 
became’ a strong Christian. 

In The Methodist Recorder appears the story of a 
West African witch doctor’s wife whose dying boy, 
rapidly sinking under witch treatment, was brought 
to the mission and healed. The grateful mother later 
applied for baptism for herself and her child. . With 
tears streaming down her face she cried, “I want him 
to belong to Jesus who made you so kind and loving.” 
She-had broken her idols and given herself to Christ 
in -her. own strange, uninstructed way. “Next day,” 
writes Mr. Hodgetts, “her witch-doctor husband - re- 
turned. At night she was found lying inthe bush un- 
conscious, her- body bruised and battered, her. son 
sobbing at her side. She lived three months after 
that; sheltered in the home of one of our church mem- 


* bers. I baptized her and her son just before she died. - 


Her closing words were, “Jesus, accept my son.”” 

Fulani was the child-wife of old Masikwokwo.‘ One 
day in a fit of anger he tied her up by her wrists 
to the rafters of an old hut, flogged her bitterly with 
a hide whip, and left her suspended for two. days. 
“She was taken down at last and the burst, bleeding, 
and. suppurating arms were bound up native fashion. 
Later one hand sloughed off to the wrist and the other 
was shrunken and twisted out of shape. That is how 
Fulani comes to have no hands,” says a missionary 
of the Heart cf Africa Mission. Fulani is now a 
Christian with a Christian family, but the two arm 
stumps still witness to the tender mercies of the heathen 
which are cruel. 


Miss Jeanette Miller of Caluquembe, Angola, is in 
the thick of this African mission work. She speaks 
of “the chaos of vileness.” It is not safe to leave 
the mission girls alone all night because of kidnapers. 
So Maria sleeps with them, accompanies them to their 
field work, and sees that they are kept clean. “Many 
things wring one’s heart almost beyond bearing of it. 
Three of our best, as we thought, weht after beer 
one night.. But they came to meeting later and con- 
fessed with utmost self-debasement, and pleaded for 
strength with such fervor, over and over! At Dundu 
there were thirty-five who came-to church regularly, 
confessed Christ publicly, and seemed very much in 
earnest. The Roman Catholic priests sent a boy to 
teach them reading, told them the faith was the same 
except they need not cease their evil ways. Since then 
the whole village went over to them except one 
woman,” 


Canon Apolo and the Pygmies.—The church of 
the Mboga, entirely due to the work of one man, is 
already the center of a body of men and women who 
are scattering the Gospel among thousands of heathen, 
and this where no white man could live. There is an 
Affican saying, “All food is God’s,” and they draw 
the moral that, this being so, they must not refuse food 
to the stranger who happens along. The Mboga first 
evangelized by Canon Apolo apply this tradition to 
the Gospel. Mr. Lloyd of the Church Mission Society 
spoke with sixty pioneer evangelists who had come 
in to Apolo’s headquarters. They had assembled from 
all parts of the great Aruwimi forest. Ten of them 
were spending their lives among the dwarfs, living 
in their tiny villages, partaking the same food, and 
moving about with them on their hunting expeditions. 
Among this small army of native missionaries were 
some splendid women who were taking risks and 
suffering hardships as the men were. Two of them 
were well-educated. Their very helplessness seems to 
be their protection. 

Mr. Lloyd while traveling in the deep forests. sud- 
denly. noticed a movement in the bush in front of him, 
and there peered out a strange little face, then an- 
other and another until every tree seemed to hide 
a curious dwarf form. “They had followed us for ten 
days, and knew exactly what we had done. Obviously 
they had decided that we were harmless, and so had 
not interfered with us. They are not a treacherous 
people, nor would they dream of attacking others save 
in self-defense. Shy they are, with a strange shifti- 
ness as of a nervous dog. Brave and clever hunters, 
too, who do not shrink from attacking even an ele- 
phant. At times one can see such game covered with 
arrows as a gigantic pin-cushion with pins. When 
asked why they offer to God pots of honey and wild 
fruits they answer: ‘White man, we are afraid of 
Him. He is cruel and hates us, sending sickness and 
wild beasts and death. If we put out offerings he may 
have pity.” 

Apolo has a better message for them, and they 
are accepting it. 


Missi to Lepers.—‘‘How wicked and presump- 
tuous are Christian missionaries,” remarked a weaithy 
rajah. “They dare to ask help for the lepers who 
are only reaping the fruit of their sins committed in 
a former life.” The rajah probably protected him- 
self in this way against appeals for help. Other 
Hindus have to make other acknowledgments, “We 
have often felt critical about the missionary zeal of 
Christians,” writes a Hindu paper not too friendly to 
Christianity, “but we confess candidly and with all 
humility that when such accounts of the Christian 
initiative and effort as the report of the -forty-fourth 
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year of work of the Mission to Lepers reach us we for 
once feel that the Christians have not forgotten Christ.” 

The. Japanese* government has been stirred to action 
by the long example of Christian care of lepers in that 
country. There are some 15,000 registered lepers in 
Japan which is perhaps a third of the entire number. 
There are nine private leper hospitals, and since 1909 
the government has opened six state ones, spending 
some $200,000 a year in this work. These are all open 
to Christian preaching, and indeed missionaries are 
welcomed by the officials because of the good effect 
of their ministry upon the morale of the inmates. Re- 
cently a leper colony has been started at Kusatsu which 
will care for 3,000 lepers. In Nigeria Dr. Helser of 
the Church of the Brethren Mission is at work 1,100 
miles inland among the 90,000 lepers of that land. 
Last year he gave 8,000 treatments. 


Religious _Bankrupts.—Dr. Claudius Spencer’ of 
The Christian Advocate, while visiting New York, 
dropped- into the “Humanist” services in Steinway 
Hall. He found an audience of 170, of whom 22 were 
men, There was of course no prayer and no hymns, 
but. selections from Chopin and Tschaikowsky and a 
reading from a review of an Aldous Huxley novel. 
Charles Francis Potter, who is the leader of this enter- 
prise, was trained in Newton Theological Seminary 
and passed from the Baptist ministry through Unitar- 
ianism into atheism. Dr, Spencer’s reflection is to 
the point: 

“The Methodist Church is making a mistake in pre- 
senting something else, by-products or substitutes for 
the Gospel that Jesus Christ, Son of God, came into 
the world to save sinners. Every substitution has 





Ata Bible School in Annam 


Twenty years ago Indo-China had not 
even heard of a Protestant missionary. Now 
as the organist played a prelude at the Chris- 
tian Alliance Bible Institute at Tourane, An- 
nam, ninety-three native students marched in 
two by two proceeding down the aisle to 
their reserved seats. What a seed plot for 
Annam’s future evangelization! A few short 
years ago these same men and women were 
bowing down to hideous idols, cursing, lying, 
drinking, gambling. This is the fourth grad- 
uation of the Bible Institute at Tourane. 
One hundred and thirty-eight students have 
received Bible training, thirty-two have grad- 
uated, of whom twenty have been. ordained 
to the ministry and are serving self-support- 
ing churches. “I wish you could have seen 
that fine company of men and women,” 
writes Mrs. R. M. Jackson, “in their white 
trousers and long black coats with head dress 
to match. Instead of -the blank looks of 
heathenism there was intelligence and humil- 
ity. As we watched them file past and 
thought of the significance of this gathering 
we could scarcely hold back the tears,” 














dwindled our congregations, weakened our message, 
deadened the conscience, brought barrenness, alienated 
the people, headed our churches for such sized congre- 
gations as the First Humanist Society of New York.” 

Dr. John Haynes Holmes also a “Humanist-athe- 
ist” has celebrated the twenty-fifth anniversary of his 
ministry at the Community Church, New York. The 
exercises were in the Jewish Temple Beth-El. In his 
sermon on that occasion Dr. Holmes said he no longer 
had the bright hope of the future he once had. He 
sees ahead of us “dark days and at the worst the 
complete collapse of the civilization of our age, a col- 
lapse. that will be followed by a thousand years of 
darkness.” Such are the blessed hopes of the social 
Gospel. 

Jewish leaders strike the same note, without hope 
and without God in the world. “The agony of Israel,” 
writes Rabbi Wise, “is that we bear ourselves for the 
most part as if there were nothing to safeguard, noth- 
ing more to cherish, and as if there were to be no 
future religion. Are we not becoming destroyers of 
religion rather than its guardians? Our religion is a 
poor, pulseless imitation of simulation, Orthodoxy be- 
ing almost as dead as Reform.” The gifted Dr. Mel- 
lamed insists that rabbinic Judaism is a greater op- 
pressor than all the oppressions of all the anti-Semite 
governnients combined. It is choking the Jews to death 
intellectually and spiritually. So, too, Dr. Soloman 
Goldman in “A Rabbi Takes Stock”: “The end of 
almost a century of religious conflict in Jewry finds 
neither Orthodoxy nor Reform with any victory. to 
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record: finds rather both impoverished in spiritual and 
intellectual resources.” —“. 


_ “For Easter Reading” was the heading of an adver- 

tisement in the Bulletin of the Federal Council of 
Churches. It presents four publications of the Jewish 
firm, the Bloch Publishing Company, one of whieh, 
“Jesus the Crucified Jew,” by Max Huniterberg, “de- 
velops the idea that Jesus lived and died a good Jew”; 
another, entitled “The Crucifixion,” by Dr. Hirsch, 
“refutes the charge that the Jew was guilty. of encom- 
passing the death of Jesus.” 


“‘What is the best fragment of moral literature, 
the one which contains the most complete collection 
of good counsel for a lad -leaving.scheol-.and entering 
life?” was asked ‘in the London Daily Express.. Sir 
Oddo Russell, British Ambassador to Holland, wrote: 
“To present in form both comprehensive. and compact 
an assemblage of counsels is not easy. I -would allow 
myself to suggest as the best of the sort the Fifteenth 
Psalm. Read, meditate on, and seriously seek to fol- 
low its sentences. I am sure that this will fully cor- 
retpone to the needs of a young man on the threshold 
of life.” 


A frank confession is made by the Rev. C. S.-Flan- 
agan in The Cross, February, 1929, and is counter- 
signed with the imprimatur of the Roman Catholic 
Archbishop of Dublin. He says: 

“The attitude of the average Roman Catholic toward 
the Bible is that of reverence accompanied by a com- 
plete ignorance of its contents. He has in all prob- 
ability never opened the Sacred Book except to look 
up some interesting facts regarding births, deaths, 
or marriages of members of his family. It is a pity, 
but the fact remains that as a whole Catholics have 
about the same first-hand knowledge of Holy Writ 
as an Eskimo might be expected to display about 
psycho-analysis. Indeed, among the poor and unedu- 
cated there is a disposition to regard it as something 
esoteric, a sort of Sibylline book which it ‘would be 
unwise for the uninitiated to explore.” 


It is remarkable how, in spite of the turmoil and 
misery of China, the circulation of Scripiure keeps 
up. This is true also of other religious literature. The 
Religious Tract Society reports an increase last year 
of 323,504 copies of publications, bringing their total 
up to the amazing number of. 11,505,802 from the 
Hankow center. The Christian Literature Society 
reports the issue.of forty new books and thirty-nine 
reprints, which, with magazines, calendars, tracts, 
and the ‘like, bring their output for a year up to some 
thirty million pages. Some of these publications are 
general literature of a healthy sort. A thousand copies 
of the “Life of Mary Slessor” were sold: a thousand 
of “Good Manners in the Christian Home.” Farrar’s 
“Life of Christ” has been reprinted, and a “Short 
History of Christianity” has been a best seller. Of 
General Chang Chi Chiang’s “Story of My Conver- 
sion” 6,304 copies were sold during the year. One re- 
grets that the Christian Literature Society should 
print a- Chinese translation of “Biblical Ideas of Atone- 
ment” by certain professors in the Chicago University 
Divinity School, one of whom, the late Gerald B. 
Smith, was certainly an atheist. 


Evangelical Loyalty Has Its Reward.—The gifts 
to the China Inland Mission from North America for 
1931 exceeded those of 1930. In Great Britain the 
actual number of gifts has never been so large; and 
they include 750 gifts from new donors. In this time 
of financial wreck “the miracle of God’s provision was 
continued, and on the average our missionaries on 
the field received rather more than the normal remit- 
tance.” 

Charles Allen Clark believes that the great triumphs 
in the Korean Mission are due to the fact that that 
mission loyally accepts the Bible as its “Book of 
authority.” Besides teaching in a theological seminary 
Dr. Clark has charge of thirty-eight churches which 
he visits Sundays, two each week. They are filled 
to capacity. “Just. this morning word comes in of 
220 new believers in one church after a week of Bible 
study with evening revival services. We have just 
closed the annual ten days’ class for country women 
with about 1,500 enrolled, studying just the Bible all 
day and half the night at their own charges. In our 
city we have 14,000 in our thirty Sunday-schools each 
Sunday.” 


The radio is to be used by Clarence Jones, a mem- 
ber of Paul Rader’s Tabernacle in Chicago, to give 
the Gospel in song and address to the peoples of 
Ecuador, Colombia, and Peru. He is negotiating a 
contract with the government of Ecuador to put up 
a radio station which will be registered as HCJB 
(Heralding Christ Jesus’ Broadcasts). Cheap sets 
will be put on sale in the cities of these three South 
American states, and arrangements made for the es- 
tablishment of loud speakers on market places and 
elsewhere. This practical application of modern in- 
vention to evangelism would be useful in other lands 
such as Japan and now in emancipated Spain.

their two splendid churches and theological school. 
The Protestant population of Italy is estimated by Mr. 
Costabel as being close to 150,000 out of a population 
of 42,000,000. Of these the largest group is the Wal- 
densians, having a membership of 40,000. They have 
seventeen parishes and sixty regularly constituted 
churches, There are also one hundred other centers 
with pastor and regular preaching services, where as 
yet there is no church organization, due to scant num- 
bers or other causes. 

The past of the Waldensian or Vaudois Church is 
one of unforgettable glory. Four centuries before the 
Reformation they had an organized movement and 
from that time forward, in their valleys in the Cot- 
tian Alps, they “fought the good fight” adhd “kept the 
faith.” This people has been called the Israel of the 
Alps, and like the chosen race they have known exile, 
imprisonments, tortures, death,—in short every form 
of martyrdom that a savage Papacy knew how to in- 
flict. No fewer than thirty definite persecutions have 
been let loose at different times against this faithful 
people. In 1686, after a series of the most ruthless 
persecutions, the whole Waldensian population of 15,- 
ooo had either perished or were shut up in prisons 
save a handful of sixty-seven people who after in- 
credible hardships made good their escape. Yet today 
the descendants of this little band, and of those hundreds 
who survived imprisonment, again occupy the lovely 
Waldensian valleys, and their white towered churches 
rise from what was once the blackened ruins of their 
peaceful homes. 

The administration center of the Waldensian work 
in northern Italy is Torre Pellice. Mr. Costabel feels 
encouraged concerning the future of Gospel work in 
the land. He believes Rome has over-reached herself 
in’ the scandalous and scurrilous articles that have 
appeared in their official organ Osservatore Romano 
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against Protestant work in general and that of the 
Waldensians in particular, and that thinking Italians 
have come to resent these attacks. The Catholics 
also in other ways oppress this people; one means 
employed is that of seeking to crowd out the Walden- 
sians from their valleys through acquiring all the land 
and through aspersions upon the character of the Prot- 
estants. And they tell us here in Italy that the next 
official dogma of the Roman Catholic Church will be 
that of the Pope being the incarnation of the Holy 
Ghost ! 

The Waldensian Church is comparatively free from 
Modernism, counting many faithful pastors in her 
ranks, but Modernism is not wholly absent. Their 
theological school in Rome is not considered funda- 
mentally sound. It is told of one of their Modernist 
professors, now no longer a member of the faculty, 
that he said to his students: “Be careful how you 
teach these new truths to the people of the valleys, 
for if they find anything contrary to their Bible they 
will roll down rocks upon you.” What a familiar 
sound has that hypocritical counsel! And what a 
commentary upon the simple faith of these Walden- 
sian Christians! There is also cause for apprehension 
for the future of this Church, in view of the fact that 
some of their young pastors are receiving training 
in the theological schools of Switzerland and Scotland 
which have departed from the faith. There is also 
a trend toward ritualism in some of their centers. 
Will not those who read pray that this heroic witness 
be purified, wholly separated and sanctified, that she 
may play the large part in Italy’s spiritual regenera- 
tion that we must believe.is God’s design for her? We 
could not but wish that a breath of revival might be 
felt in these widely scattered churches, reanimating a 
more or less formal orthodoxy and setting it on fire. 


If dispensational teaching and the Keswick message 
were proclaimed in these churches, it might contribute 
largely toward this end.

Will College Students Study the Bible? 


A plan that has led a large number of young people to 
study the Bible and to love it as the Word of God 


By Milo F. Jamison, M.A., Th.B. 
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There are many agencies and forces seeking the control of our young people. The socialistic anarchy and atheistic 
materialism so prevalent in Europe today have been insidiously worked into many of our school centers. Perhaps 
even more dangerous is the carefully-planned, determined effort being made by the Modernists to gain complete 
control of all religious teachings in our universities and colleges. This latter endeavor makes its appeal from the 
standpoint of organized religion, and yet minimizes the importance of the foundation beliefs of the evangelical 
Protestant Christian Church. To counteract these sinister influences, the University Bible Clubs are furnishing 
college students with a workable and attractive method of Bible study. Three hundred and fifty young people 


are already using it. 


Mr. Jamison describes the plan in this fourth article of his series, which will continue . 


in an early issue. 


URING the past few years a growing interest 
has been manifested in our university and col- 
lege situation by evangelical Christian leaders 

throughout the country. The problem has assumed 
alarming proportions, with literally thousands of stu- 
dents losing their faith and coming home from school 
indifferent to the claims of vital Christianity. As a 
result an effort has been made to work out some means 
whereby young people can be strengthened in their 
faith during the trying period of college life. 

In November, 1927, on the old Vermont Avenue 
campus of the University of California at Los Angeles, 
there was launched a new movement among students. 
It was conceived and fostered in the attempt to meet 
some of the startling moral and spiritual conditions 
found in our institutions of higher learning. Its pur- 
pose was to present an independent, interdenominational, 
uncompromising, avowedly evangelical, conservative 
Christian testimony in our various school centers. This 
work sought to solve the problem by discovering some 
new method of approach to the entire university sit- 
uation. . 

After much intensive investigation and careful ex- 
perimentation on the local campus, this method centers 
about the vital task of helping young people to make 
a sane, sympathetic investigation of the tremendous 
claims and the marvelous message of the outstanding 
Book of the centuries —the Bible. The work is both 
evangelical and evange’istic, seeking to win young peo- 
ple to Jesus Christ and then hold them true to the 
old-time faith of the Church. The Bible Club move- 
ment is not a drive or a campaign which touches the 
student once and leaves him, but rather is a permanent 
method of developing the spiritual life, helping him to 
meet the insidious temptations and iritellectual prob- 
lems of campus life. The work is student-centered — 
having been tested in the laboratory of the local campus. 
It has been found both a practical and effective means 
of carrying on an active Christian campus program. 

The following is a sevenfold division of the work 
_— is now being stressed by the University Bible 

ubs: 


1. Epucation—A new Devotional Bible Study 
Course. 

2. ExTENSION.—A new method of student-to-student 
evangelism. 

3. Mositization.—A new type membership and club 
program. 

4. Expression. — Student-conducted expressional 
meeting. 

5. Insprration.—Monthly conferences in each school 
center. 


6. INForMATION.—A new circulating library and bul- 
letin service. 


7. RECREATION.—An adequate, consistently-Christian 
fellowship program. 


The Devotional Bible Course 


The entire program of the University Bible Clubs 
revolves about a new Devotional Bible Course, which 
has been developed during recent months. This Course 
is challenging students everywhere to make a personal, 
intensive, scientific study of the tremendous claims 
and marvelous message of the Book of books — the 
Bible. A_ fifteen-hundred word pamphlet outlining 
practical suggestions for daily Bible study is mailed 
each week to every student who promises to spend at 
least twenty-five minutes a day in the study of the 
Course, which commences with the study of the Gospel 
of John. One chapter is examined each week. A dif- 
ferent approach to the contents of the chapter is made 
each day. At the close of each week’s lesson is given 
a series of questions to be used in making a self-exam- 
ination of the material studied. 

The Purpose of the Course—The plan underlying 
this course is a bit different. The student is asked to 
consider it in the light of an experiment in the field 
of applied Christianity. Each one is urged to take his 
own life as a laboratory and the Bible as a textbook 
in making intensive investigation of the truth of God’s 
Word. This investigation has a threefold purpose: 


First, that the student may answer for himself after 
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personal research some of those great philosophical 
and religious questions which should interest every one, 
namely : 
Can I know God? If so, how? 
How can I know God’s will for my life? 
How can I do God’s will when I do know it? 
Is Jesus Christ God? How can I be sure? 
How can I make my life more worth while? 
Can I have victory over temptation? By what 
means? 
Does God answer prayer? Who can pray? 
Is there any such thing as peace and joy? 
How can Christianity be made a working reality 
in my life? 
Second, that the student may have a connected, sys- 
tematic, directed method in that study. 


Third, that in the process of discovering the above 
there may be’ found an exceedingly simple but valuable 
method of applying Christianity in‘ life and experience 
and passing on a testimony to those who may be in- 
different or skeptical. 


The Conditions—It is urged upon the student that 
the best results in any experiment can be insured only 
by meeting certain conditions and following a definite 
procedure. In this experiment in personal devotions 
a definite declaration has been prepared which every 
one who takes the Course is asked to sign. The value 
of the declaration lies in the fact that it states in con- 
crete form the purpose of the’ student to carry out his 
investigation to its logical conclusion. The declaration 
reads as follows: 


Appreciating the value of making a supervised 
personal study of the Bible as the Word of God, 
and realizing the importance of accuracy, regu- 
larity, and proper direction in that study, I desire 
to make a four weeks’ trial of the University Bible 
Club Devotional Course. In order to insure the 
best results in using this plan of personal devo- 
tions, I agree, God helping me, to conform as nearly 
as possible to the following conditions: 


1. I will make it my rule to set aside a definite, 
regular period of time each day (at least twenty- 
five minutes) in which I will give myself to a sci- 
entific, careful investigation of the text of the Bible, 
as suggested in the daily devotional studies. 


2. Before commencing’ the study each day I will 
pray that God will open my mind to the truth of 
his Word. 

3. In order to make the result of the study more 
permanent, I agree to keep a notebook in which I 
will carefully answer questions and record the prog- 
ress of my investigation. 


4.1 will make persistent effort to practically 
apply in my daily life the truth as I find it revealed 
in the Word. 

5. As an aid in my study and a stimulant to faith- 
fulness on my part in the maintaining of this Dec- 
laration, I agree to mail or bring in to the University 
Bible Club headquarters a full report of my written 
work as it is completed each month. This report 
will be reviewed, recorded, and used as the basis 
for sending out new lesson material. 


This is not an easy declaration to make. However, 
the attention of the student is called to the fact that 
no worth-while goal is achieved without some sacri- 
fice. If this investigation will lead to peace and power 
with God, it is worth while at any price. 

Some Sample Lessons—The following sample of 
three days’ lesson assignments will give a clearer un- 
derstanding of the method employed, Like material 
is prepared for each day in the week. 


First Week — John 1: 1-34 
First Day 


Investigation: You commence today an analytical 
devotional study of the most marvelous. book in the 
whole world. It is a Book for which men have died! 
It is a Book that claims to come from God himself, 
It is a Book that will. reveal to you your inmost 
thoughts, and then will show you how those thoughts 
may be brought under the control of the Son of God. 

Before you commence to read today, bow’ your head 
and pray that the Author of this Book may open your 
eyes that you may behold the wonders therein. Then 
reverently read through verses 1 to 34 slowly and 
thoughtfully (aloud if possible), stopping long enough 
to underline verses 12, 18, 29, and 34. Take your 
notebook and write out these verses in the following 
order: 18, 20, 34, and 12. Study the progression of 
thought as presented in these verses. Who reveals 
God to man? How was that revelation made? Write 
out a brief paragraph answering the above questions. 
Spend the rest of your time memorizing verse 12. 
you have time, also memorize 18, 29,,and 34. Be sure 
to learn the reference as well as the verse. Using 
your pocket Gospel, review these verses from time to 
time during the day. 

Meditation: “No man hath seen God at any time;

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


(CF iecares of the has multiplied the comforts and 
luxuries of the modern home, and has also mul- 
tiplied its problems and defeats. But marriage 
problems and home problems have a Christian solu- 
tion. In this lesson messages from Joshua, from the 
Lord Jesus himself, and from Paul point the way to 
the. glorious solution of the present pressing problems 
of the modern home. 
The Historical Setting 

Joshua shortly before his death at a hundred and ten 
years of age gave his farewell message to Israel, in- 
cluding in it the great principle that will solve the 
problems of the modern home. The date was possibly 
about 1425 B. C. Our Lord’s discourse on divorce 
was given in A. D. 30 on his last journey to Jeru- 
salem and to the cross. The problems concerning 
marriage and divorce then were very similar to those 
of our own day. Paul wrote to the Ephesians from 
his prison in Rome about A. D. 62 and gave the per- 
manent principles to govern all relations in the home. 


Verse by Verse 


Joshua 24:14.—Now therefore. Because of all Je- 
hovah had done (24: 1-13). Compare the “therefore 
of Romans 12:1. Fear the Lord. “Fear” is the same 
Hebrew word translated “reverence” in Psalm 89:7 and 
“reverend” in Psalm 11: 9. Serve him in sincerity and in 
truth. At that time also God was seeking worshipers 
who would worship him “in spirit and in truth (John 
4: 22-24). Put away the gods which your fathers 
served, The true God, unlike the idols, is a jealous 
God and can brook no rivals. On the other side of 
the flood. That is, beyond the Euphrates River; re- 
ferring to the idolatry of Abraham’s family. And in 
Egypt. The golden calf was an idol of ypt, and 
for centuries afterward Israel continued to worship 
Egypt’s gods (Ezek. 20:8). a 

Verse 15.—Choose you this day whom ye will serve. 
Man must serve some one higher than himself. If the 
true God is rejected, then false gods will be followed. 
The gods ... on the other side of the flood, or the 
gods of the Amorites. If they reject Jehovah, they 
are to choose between serving the sun, moon, and other 
gods of the more cultured worship of the Chaldeans, 
or the gods of the Canaanites, Baal, Astarte, and 
others that led the worshipers into cruel and immoral 
practices. As for me and my house. Like Abraham, 
Joshua has commanded his household after him, in 
the right paths of the Lord. We will serve the Lord. 
Through all of Israel’s rejection of the true God there 
was always a remnant who said, “We will serve the 
Lord” — whatever others may do (John 21:22; 2 
Tim. 3:13, 14). 

Ephesians 6:1.—Children, obey your parents. A 
continuation of Ephesians 5:1, 2. Note also how 5: 21 
is related to 5:22, 25; 6:1, 4, 5, 9. In the Lord. Not 
referring to parents being in the Lord, but to the obe- 
dience as being in the Lord. They are not to obey if 
the parents should command something wrong (Acts 
4:19). For this is right. How crisp and clear cut! 


% % % % 


What God commands is “right.” (Note Rom. 1: 30; 
2 Tim. 3:2.) 

Verse 2.—Honour thy father and mother. Serve 
and help them, and -give them honor before others. 
True parents are representatives of God before the 
children, and are to be reverenced. The first com- 
mandment with promise. The other nine command- 
ments have no definite promises attached, but they are 
viewed here as vitally related to all other commands of 
God; also viewed as giving God’s will for Christians. 

Verse 3.—Thou' mayest live long on the earth. The 
promise in the Ten Commandments was primarily to 
Israel, and referred to their life in Canaan; now the 
promise is to all believers and covers every land. 

Verse 4.—Ye fathers. Mothers also are included. 


Provoke not your children to wrath. The temptation 
of children is to disobey, not submitting to the author- 


_ity of parents; the temptation of parents is to domineer 


and be harsh, imposing their will on the children by 
force of their authority, rousing resentment. The 
nurture and admonition of the Lord. “Nurture” 
means to chasten or discipline. Parents are not to be 
harsh, but they are to be firm in controlling their 
children, and in admonition —definite teaching. 


Verse 5.—Servants, be obedient. A household in- 
cludes servants (in this case, slaves); and employees 
are in one sense an extension of the household. This 
does not approve slavery, but deals with a permanent 
principle of the relation between master and servant. 
With fear and trembling. Not in abject fear of a 
cruel master, but in fear “as unto Christ,” taking a 
humble place, recognizing the sanctity of service, and 
fearing to displease or come short of duty. 


Verse 8.—Whatsoever good thing any man doeth. 
This remarkable passage indicates that the work of 
a domestic slave, done as unto the Lord, is service for

OSHUA choices must ever be made: choose you 
the sunshine or choose you the shade; choose 
you the truth or choose ycu to lie; choose you to 
live or choose you to die. Never two masters, but 
you must choose one; this to be done and the other 
undone; good on the right, on the left it is sin; 
one side defeated, the other will win. Joshua knew 
that an idol was nought; heathen he hated and 
heathen he fought.

Joshua 
knew that the choice must be now. Never to- 
morrow for worshipful vow. Never tomorrow for 
masterful word. Never tomorrow for choosing the 
Lord. Choose you this day, said the general true.

Choose, if you will, Baal’s merciless rod; but I 
and my house will be loyal to God. So still rings 
the challenge insistent and bold, to us comes the 
call as it sounded of old: You can walk in one only, 
one definite way; so choose you Jehovah, and 
choose him today! 











Christ, as definitely Christian service as preaching or 
winning souls, and is to be rewarded (Col. 3: 23, 24). 
Verse 9.—Ye masters, do the same things. Love is 
to govern in this mutual relationship also, carrying 
out the Golden Rule. Forbearing threatening: Turn 
completely from man’s natural way of handling slaves. 
Your Master also is in heaven, All earthly actions 
are to be regulated by the great heavenly facts. How 
little difference there is between the highest earthly 
master and the lowest earthly slave when both are 
before the Master in Heaven. Neither is there respect 
of persons with him. How unlike man! (Deut. 10: 
17; Acts 10:34; Rom. 2:11; Gal. 2:6). God will 
judge men by what they are and what they do, not by 
who they are (Col. 3:25; 1 Pet. 1:17). 
The Heart of the Lesson 
The problems of the modern home center about the 
ancient problem of relationships: between God and 
man, husband and wife, parents and children, masters 
and servants, employers and employees. But these 
problems have been made acute today by the bold 
revolt of our modern age against God’s standards for 
regulating these relationships. There is a solution for 
all these problems, of which we may say: “This is 
right.” It is God’s solution: there is no other. Sub- 
mitting one to another in the fear of Christ, with un- 
selfish love: this is God’s will in governing these mutual 
relationships so that the home will be a bit of Heaven 
on earth. But modern teachers and modern children 
and modern wives and modern servants are in revolt 
against God’s order, encouraged in the revolt by the 
failure of parents and husbands and masters in their 
responsibilities. What we need is Joshua’s choice, a 
choice of God and his standards, in bold revolt against 
our godless age. Then we shall build a home on the 
Rock and Christ will turn the problems and defeats 
into blessings and delights.

Some Enemies of the Modern Home. Movies, dancing, 
drink, cards, gambling, amateur theatricals, uncontrolled 
automobiles, unregulated radios, secular education that 
ignores God and the Bible, secular standards of life 
in schools and colleges, modernistic “Religious Educa- 
tion,” divorce, birth control, excessive attention to 
business and sports and music and social affairs, secu- 
lar summer camps, bad literature, Sabbath desecration, 
Satan. 

Helpers of the Home. Church, Sunday-school, good 
music, Christian camps, recreation centered in the 
home, Christian teachers and officials in public schools, 
good literature, family worship, Sabbath keeping as 
a family, the Bible, Christ. 

Our Lord’s Teaching on Divorce. Our Lord clearly 
taught that there was one cause for divorce, that of 
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unfaithfulness (Matt. 5:31, 32; 19:3-0). In Mark 
10: 2-12, this exception is not mentioned. It is evi- 
dent, however, that it was taken for granted. . Such 
divorce severs the marriage bond, leaving the innocent 
party free to remarry. If there is true repentance of 
the sin of unfaithfulness a Christian husband or wife 
should fully forgive, and ordinarily receive back the 
sinning one, In case the sin is not repented of, the 
innocent partner should not continue to live with the 
guilty one, but should secure a divorce. (See the dis- 
cussion of divorce in “Notes on Open Letters” in the 
Times for September 24.) 


Marriage Problems and their Christian Solution. 
In our day marriage problems are multiplying because 
men are turning from God’s standards in morals, in 
purity, and in the natural relations that he designed 
to be a rich and spiritual blessing. The deadly and 
devastating movement toward “birth control” is one 
of the evidences: of this revolt. Modern standards do 
not regard children as a heritage of the Lord but God's 
order’ has not changed, and when we reject God’s 
order we reap the results. , 

Young Christians should be warned against the peril 
of any friendships with unbelievers that might look 
toward engagement and marriage (2 Cor, 6:14). They 
shculd be clearly instructed in the Scriptural standards 
of purity. 


Practical and Personal Applications : 


Make Joshua's choice! That is, choose Jesus Christ 
as Saviour and Lord, then conform the home as well 
as the individual life in all respects to Christ’s stand- 
ards. When some members are not Christian, so far 
as possible the others should order their individual 
lives and the home activities after Christian standards, 
establishing the family altar and honoring Christ in 
every way, lovingly seeking to win those who are not 
in sympathy. 

Husbands, love your wives! Wives, love your hus- 
bands! This command of our Lord’s is not optional. 
He who commands can give grace to perform, where 
for any reason love has departed or has never truly 
been there, 

Children, love and obey your parents! Parents, 
love and win your children. Parents are hungry for 
love and understanding. Children, confide in them, and 
seek their. counsel., Parents, seek to enter into the 
child’s viewpoint, talk frankly with him, respect his 
opinions; play with him, and know him. Let parents 
beware of hindering their children’s spiritual life or 
telling them to engage in the dance or other amuse- 
ments which the children believe the Lord would not 
have them do. — 


Servants, serve as unto the Lord! Masters, love and 
win your servants! Christians should manifest Christ 
to their servants, bring them into Family Worship, 
and in every way help their spiritual lives. 


Avoid denominational divisions in the home, Unity 
in church worship and activity is a blessed help in the 
home and in the training of the children. 

Defeat the enemies of the home and strengthen its 
friends. See under Special Topics.

Joshua gave the God-rejectors a choice between the 
beautiful idols of Abraham's cultured kin and the vile 
idols of the degraded Canaanites: so today men may 
go to hell by way of education and culture or by way 
of debauch and immorality. 

There are no “youth movements” today except those 
inaugurated by the elders or by the teachings the youth 
have gotten from the elders. 

An English visitor remarked that authority was still 
in the American home, but it had been transferred from 
the parents to the children: an exaggeration, but with 
enough truth in it to shame us and to warn us. 


Woe to the parents who compel their children to 
dance “or indulge in other worldly amusements when 
the children have turned their lives over to Christ and 
he has asked them to give up the world. 


Disobedience to parents is one of the marks of the 
“perilous times” to come just before Christ’s return 
(2 Tim. 3:1, 2); disregard of God’s marriage laws is 
another mark. 

God pronounces blessing on the man who has a rich 
heritage of many children (Psa. 127:3, 5); are we 
following God’s view on this or the view of modern 
society ? 

Home is God’s great training ground for unselfish- 
ness and thoughtfulness; how these lovely twins do 
grace the rising hour and the retiring hour, the dining 
hour and the play hour, and all the hours of the day. 


Money is one of the problems of the modern home, 
whether the home be rich or poor: use money as unto

The Busy Men’s Corner

The Modern Way!—Choose you this day whom ye 
It surely is a problem. 
“Ask Dad, he knows.” The only folks who, oh, so 
easily, solve the greatest problem of the home success- 
fully are those’ who have not had any children, or 
anything much to do with children. That boy of 
yours, that girl of yours, is your stiffest problem in 
your home (Gen. 24: 2-4; Luke 2: 48). Mother Ridg- 
way had five of us on her hands, four boys and a girl. 
She had a friend who lived across the railroad and 
down the hill, named Annie Fryer, She was an 
expert in raising children. Yes, she was married to 
old Marley Fryer and was childless. That is why she 
knew so much about children! She would come and 
tell Mother just how to handle us. 
and my! how we loved “old Nan Fryer,” as we affec- 
tionately called her! Yeah—or else not! The only 
one she had to look after was “Old Marley.” Old 
Marley ran a little mill. When he died he did not 
leave his estate to the expert child raiser, but to one 
of his colored help. Old Nan had the will changed, 
of course, but oh, how we Ridgway youngsters did 
roll around on the grass and laugh and say, “Why 
didn’t old Nan train up old Marley in the way he 
should .go and not pick cn us?” Every small town 
has its “Old Nan Fryer.”. Yes it IS a problem as to 
choices.

The First Few Years.—Bring them up in the nur- © 


ture and admonition of the Lord (Eph. 6:4). Here’s 
the answer. Here’s the Q. E. D. and the corollary: 
You are not likely to bring the children up in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord unless you, my 
dear Father and dear Mother, are riding with this 
same N and A team. When Father and Mother pass 
out of Sunday-school and fail to be all-weathers and 
all-preachers church goers; when Father develops tem- 
perament at meals; when Mother has no g to say 
of other people; when Father gambles from hole to 
hole over the golf course, and Mother gambles from 
table to table at the card party; when—but what’s 
the use !— under these and similar conditions, how can 
children have any nurture and admonition of the Lord? 
Oh, yes, they may get lots of admonition by tongue 
and slipper, but that is a crack and a slap today and 
a joke and a laugh tomorrow. The only wonder is 
that boys and girls out of such houses turn out as 
well as they do. -I blame it on their teachers, Sunday 
and secular. Sometimes I meet parents who are much 
cast down and worried over “the carryings on” of

Oh, dear me, yes, 
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their boys and girls. They are half mad at mé be- 
cause ‘I merely grin and do not cry, “Isn’t it too bad 
—yes, it is just to-o-o bad!” and cry on the same 
weeping post. I say, “Cheer up, Mrs. Jones, Jack and 
Jill will be all right in due course, if you did your 
duty toward them when they were little.’ You see, 
and never forget this, men and women never can get 
away from those first few years spent at mother’s 
knee and around the family altar. But listen to this: 
when there is no knee, when there is no altar, God 
save your boy and your girl from the Lion!~ “The 
devil, as a roaring lion, walketh about, seeking whom 
he may devour.” This is why “Jones’ boy has gone 
to the Devil,” as I heard you say (1 Pet. 5:8). . 


The Social Problem.—Knowing that your Master 
also is in heaven; neither is there respect of persons 
with him (Eph. 6:9). God and little children are 
probably the only persons -with whom there is“no re- 
spect of persons. Polk Miller, the lecturer and ‘banjo 
player, says his bosom friend when a boy was “Black 
Jim.” And the other day I saw a little white girl and 
a little colored girl and a little foreign girl skipping 
along with their arms around: each other.- Maybe-this 
is what the Master means by “Except ye . . . become 
as little children” (Matt. 18:3). Oh, yes, ye have all 
heard folks say, “I bleeve in treatin’ ever’ body a like!” 
and the louder they bellow it the more they don’t. 
There seems to have been some trouble along this line 
in the early church, according to James (Jas. 2: 1-6). 
Oh, no, we don’t have any of this in the modern church, 
we've improved with the centuries. Yeah! Some years 
ago when Coatesville was smaller, a family I knew 
came to town and rented one of the most expensive 
residences. They turned up in force at one of our 
churches. They came with fine clothes and an impor- 
tant manner. Soon the people of that church were 
carrying the Venables “around on their two hands,” 
as the saying is. About the:same time another family 
moved to Coatesville. They rented a moderate house 
on a side street. The man, Tom Collins, had a good 
job in the mill as he was a fine steel worker. The 
Collins family turned up in the same church as the 
Venables. Yes, the minister called, but there was no 
“carrying around on the two hands” for the Collins 
family. Not that the mill man’s family expected or 
desired. any such toadying. The mili man is no fool. 
Lots of him now own the mill, all up and down the 
land. The old town clock went on ticking off the 
hours and months, and after a while the Two Hands 
Venables “all blew up” and “stuck everybody” and 
passed out of view. The children of Mill Man Collins 
are today our “leading citizens,” and filling the best 
places up and down Main Street and up and down 
The Creek. All this is “gld story” stuff in many a 
community, and the proper handling of the matter is a 
real problem of many a modern home. Minnie Jones 
turned up her little nose at Billy Collins and married 
Fred Venable. The last we heard of her she was run- 
ning a rooming house in the West. ‘Dottie Smith mar- 
ries Billy Collins and lives on Main Street in a fine 
home and does her marketing in her big sedan with her 
chauffeur in cap and leather leggings. Moral? Oh, 
well, you write it.

6 AS FOR me and my house, we will 

serve the Lord” was first spoken 
for the modern home of Joshua’s time — 
the most “modern” one possible then, the 
home of the day. Ours are the “modern” 
homes of 1932—to remain modern how 
long? Possibly through a decade, when 
the homes of 1942 will smile back at 
them as outmoded, far more quickly than 
Joshua’s was, for a decade now changes 
things more than efive hundred years did 
then. Perhaps if you can get your girls 
to see this they will appreciate the time- 
less truth of Joshua’s declaration — that 
it fits their homes as perfectly as it did 
his, by placing God at the very center of 
all home life. 

Joshua knew God but dimly compared 
with your girls’ knowledge of him, as 
revealed in Christ Jesus, so they can the 
more completely make Christ the center 
of their home lives than could “the 
Joshua’s.” Of course no one girl can 
make such a declaration for her entire 
family, but any one girl’s problems in 
that family can all be related to Christ 
as the center, the deciding point from 
which all action arises. If all she does 
is rooted in a steady determination to 
please and honor him, to reveal him in 
very truth in all her home ways, to in- 
clude in her everyday program and man- 
ner of life his teachings as she finds them 
in his words and example, she will be a 
great factor in making her “house” “serve 
the Lord.” 

Even when a great, living principle 
dominates a life there yet remains many 
a little question to be decided, some ex- 
clusions must be made as well as fhe 
great inclusion of faith and love toward 
God. What should be the boundary line 
for a Christian girl’s life — what should 
she not do? Here lies the answer to 
amusements, companions, hours, comings

Have you given your allegiance 
to him — or are you self-seeking ? 


Application: Pray today that God may 
remove from you any spirit of indifference 
or lethargy in your attitude toward. Christ 
and the Book which reveals him to man. 
Cultivate an attitude of eager expectancy 
in regard to your Bible study. If you 
anticipate a blessing it will be easier for 
God to give you a blessing. <A desire 
for the things of God can be cultivated. 
You can if you will! Will you?

iy YOU had a ferocious and bloodthirsty 
beast which, for some reason, could not 
be killed, how would you seek to “con- 
trol” it? Would it occur to you to tether 
it on a rope or chain fifty, or a hundred, 
or two hundred feet in length? Would 
you consider releasing it for certain pe- 
riods of the day only? Would it be 
sensible to think of restricting it to cer- 
tain streets in the town, or to certain 
communities? Would it make any dif- 
fererice to the community, do you suppose, 
whether such a beast was controlled in 
such a manner by you, by some organ- 
ization, or by the government? 

We smile at the very absurdity of such 
“control” of a wild beast. We know 
that the only real control would be to 
place the animal behind bars strong 
enough to prevent its escape, and to fence 
off its cage so that no one might ap- 
proach within reach of its claws. 

Why then do folks pretend to believe 
in the legalized sale of strong drink, either 
by governments or individuals, as a “con- 
trol” of the wild beast of intoxicating 
liquor? As long as there is unregenerate 
human nature, there will doubtless be 
such a thing as intoxicating liquors. 
Strong drink cannot be killed in the sense 
that it can be obliterated. But certainly 
any sensible person, who will face squarely 
its record of wrecked and ruined lives 
and homes, cannot but be convinced that 


it is a dangerous wild beast. Until hu- 
man hearts are transformed, the only 
control of intoxicating liquor is to put it 
behind the bars of the law, and to make it 
as difficult as possible for men and wo- 
men and boys and girls to come in touch 
with it. ) 


There have been many attempts made 
to solve the liquor problem. More than 
eleven hundred years before Christ, the 
Chinese dynasty issued a decree that those 
who sold, manufactured, or drank intoxi- 
cants should be put to death. 
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Egypt, Babylon, Greece, and Rome 
made feeble efforts to “control” intoxi- 
cants, and some of their wise men spoke 
severely against their use. 

As early as 1727, the Colony of Con- 
necticut passed a law prohibiting the dis- 
tillation of rum. In 1737 the importation 
or manufacture of spirits in the Colony 
of Georgia under Governor Oglethorpe 
was prohibited. 


State control of the liquor traffic was 
attempted in South Carolina in 1893. Un-

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der this- arrangement, the saloon was 
theoretically abolished, and the state en- 
gaged in the liquor business and sold 
liquor from “dispensaries.” But in spite 
of all the reform promised, the system 
proved a miserable failure. Political graft 
and corruption were prevalent, and blind 
piggeries and bootlegging flourished until 
finally the system had to be abandoned; 


State prohibition has been tried in our 
land within recent years, and has not 
proved effective. Without Federal law 
backing it up, state prohibition was un- 
able to prevent liquor from wet states 
flowing into and through the dry terri- 
tory. 


Local option has been another effort 
to “control” the liquor traffic. Under 
this plan towns or districts were given 
the right to vote on the liquor question 
as to whether or not saloons were to 
be permitted: within their jurisdiction. 
Here again, however, liquor interests in 
wet towns made it impossible effectively to 
prevent drinking and bootlegging in the 
dry districts. ” 


Within the past few years attempt has 
been made in Canada‘to “control” the 
liquor traffic by a system of government 
sale of intoxicants: In Quebec liquors 
are freely advertised by radio, in the 
papers, by electrical signs, and the like. 
All kinds of liquors are sold by govern- 
ment stores. Unlimited quantities of wine 
and beer are sold in hotels and restau- 
rants. Beer is sold by the glass in more 
than six hundred.saloons. . By the bottle 
it may be bought in more than 1,600 gro- 
cery stores and butcher shops. 

But has there been less drinking under 
such a plan than under prohibition, as 
the wet interests would have us believe 
of the United States? On the contrary, 
sales have risen from forty-six billions 
in 1921-22 to over seventy-five billions 
in 1929-30. 

Have these institutions for the sale of 
liquor been “controlled” in Quebec under 
the present system? Judge Coderre of 
the Supreme Court of Quebec does not 
think so. He is quoted from an official 
report: 

“The proof reveals that, in defiance to 
the by-laws, certain of these establish- 
ments [cafés] and naturally the least 
recommendable, remain open, so to speak, 
all night long, or at least up to three 
or four o'clock in the morning. And, 
consequently, it was precisely at forbiddeu 
hours that the greatest disorders took 
place; alcoholic liquor flowed freely and 
forsooth at exorbitant prices, denizens of 
the demimonde made rendezvous there, and 
when by chance they would not be found, 
well, the manager or the proprietor of 
the establishment became very obliging 
toward his clients, and a telephone call 
brought them in numbers.” 


In Manitoba, under government sale, 
there has been an increase in s?& years 
from seven and one-third millions of dol- 
lars to ten and a half million. Yet At- 
torney General Craig of Manitoba is re- 
ported as saying: 

“Retail bootlegging has increased, due 
to the removal of the first main difficulty 
of anyone supposing to deal illicitly with 
liquor, namely, the obtaining of supplies, 
a condition intensified by the fact that 
in addition to all former avenues of sup- 
ply, such unlawful trafficker can now law- 
fully purchase liquor (from the govern- 
ment) which he intends for resale, 
particularly in districts where obtaining 
liquor previously was always difficult and 
frequently impossible.”
